Tax  practice  is  oommou  amoDj 
gravers  and  watchmakers  of  Germany  of 
harden ing  their  tools  in  sealing  wax.  The 
tool  is  heated  to  whiteness  and  plunged  into 
the  wax,  withdrawn  after  an  instant,  and 
planned  again,  the  prooern  being  repeated 
ontii  the  steel  is  too  cold  to  enter  the  wax. 
The  advantages  claimed  for  this  method  are 
that  the  steel  becomes  almost  as  hard  os  the 
,-pammwt,  and  when  touched  with  a  little  oil 
or  turpentine,  the  tools  are  superior  for  en» 
graving,  and  also  for  piercing  tbs  hardest 
metals. 

It  baa  been  ascertained  that  the  powder 
of  the  vegetable  ivory  nut  is  need  very 
largely  to  adulterate  boue  dost,  being  to 
similar  as  to  be  very  difficult  of  distinction. 
Even  the  microsoope  scarcely  farm  dies  a 
satisfactory  means  of  determining  the  facts 
in  the  case,  especially  if  the  external  enve¬ 
lope  of  the  fruit  has  been  carefully  removed. 
Bat  on  throwing  some  of  the  article  on  hot 
coals,  there  will  be  a  pleasant  odor  if  vege¬ 
table  ivory  be  present,  while  bone  dust 
yields  a  disagreeable,  animal  odor.

pheete  form*,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  how 
almost  absolutely  useless  cast  iron  is  for 
ports  of  machinery,  pwing  to  its  being  so 
tcMUe,  we  might  have  supposed  that  the 
dieoowery  of  e  material  which  should  be 
oasted  the  advantages  of  both  with  ponoesa- 
iug  their,  disadvantages,  would  mark  a  new 
sr%  in  mechanics.  Nevertheless,  the  disco v- 


rofied  anew  in  England,  and  from  that  date 
its  production  was  slowly  revived. 

It  J  w^U  known  tha;  the  brittleuesi  of 
rest  iron  is  a  result  of  the  high  percentage 
Mf  cariou  that  it  contains,  aa.l  which  at  the 
eoroe  time  renders  it  fusible.  The  small 
quantity  of  carbon  iu  wrought  iron  causes 
it  to  bn  very  tenacious  and  tough,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  injures  er  destroys  its  fusibility. 
Tbs  manufacture  of  malleable  cast  iron  con¬ 
sists  in  removing  a  portion  of  the  carbon 
from  the  finished  article  after  it  hae  becu 
cast  in  the  desired  form.  This  is  done  in 
what  Is  celled  a  lemjwriug  fnnuce,  where 
the  casting  is  placed  in  contact  with  some 
substance  rich  in  oxygen,  and  then  heated 
t*  a  red  heat  The  carbon  of  the  iron 
Unitep  with  the  liberated  oxygen  and  escapes 
t*  carbonic  oxide  gas,  and  the  remit  is  a 
material  poorer  in  carbon  and  consequently 
extraordinarily  tough- 

For  the  purpose  of  tempering,  the  pieces 
Of  cast  iron  are  put  in  a  cast  iron  vessel  on  a 
leyep  of  oxidising  substance  and  the  inter¬ 
vening  spaces  filled  with  the  seme.  Atnoug 
the  substances  employed  for  oxidizing  the 
carbon  ere  the  oxide  of  zinc,  brown  and  red 
hematite,  end  hammendog  or  sente*,  the  red 
hematite  being  the  most  frequently  used. 
Tbfl  duration  of  the  process  varies  between 
twenty-four  end  ninety -eix  hours,  depeutling 
first  upon  the  dimensions  of  the  casting  to 
be  tempered,  and,  secondly,  upon  the  de¬ 
gree  of  softening  desired.  The  limits  in 
this  latter  respect  an  very  wide,  siuce 
with  proper  mixtures  of  iron  it  is  poettible 
to  absorb  all  the  carbon,  or  all  but  a  alight 
trace  of  it 

The  proper  choice  of  iron  is  difficult, 
siuce  many  kind*  of  iron,  owing  to  ihd 
presence  of  other  substances  therein,  urn 
not  fit  for  tempering.  For  example,  the 
presence  of  a  proportion  of  manganese  will 
entirely  prevrnf  Jeearbunuion,  hence  whai 
ix  {known  am  spiegeleiseu  cannot  be  em¬ 
ployed  because  of  the  manganese  in  it. 
Tie  presence  of  much  crystalline  graphito 
,  (gray  iron)  is  just  as  injurious  in  another 
direction,  for  either  it  will  not  burn  at  all  or 
i license*  hollow  spaces  and  cavities  within 
tfje  casting.  The  best  iron  is  oue  free  from 
Manganese  and  containing  amorphous  car- 
beo  as  white  caMt^Lroa.  Iu  this  resj«*ct, 
borwsvwr,  viows  diffeh  ami  the  nianufecture 
of  nialleebt-*  qoatmge^  depends  ehiefiy  on 
practical  experience. 

This  tempered  or  softened  iron,  if  Che  ma¬ 
terial  was  well  selected,  makes  a  valuable 
’•ton  which  is  but  t  lightly  inferior  in  strength 
to  wrought  iron.  It  can  ready  be  worked 
Wiik  files  sad  chisels,  can  be  readily  poL 
ished,  and  at  a  doll  red  heat  can  be  wrought 
sad  welded.  At  the  HaUe  exposition  held 
hi  1881,  there  wee,  says  a  paper  pobiuhed* 
fbeve.  on  interesting  codec i  xw  of  articles 
made  from  this  material,  which  shows  that 
It  u  capable  of  a  great  variety  of  uses.  It  ie

BslUoUne  ascended  the  pulpit  steps  snd  the 
services  were  commenced  with  the  singing  of  e 
voluntary  by  the  choir.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Kennedy 
then  read  from  the  Scriptures,  selecting  a  part 
of  the  fourth  chapter  of  the  Epistle  to  the 
Ephesians.  Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  BalUutlnc.  Singing  by  the  con- 
giegttlon  followed  snd  ‘  Dr.  Kennedy  then 
Introduced  Dr.  Vincent,  who  wsa  to  preach  the 
inttsllatlan  sermon  sod  whom  he  epoke  of  a* 
an  old  friend  with  whom  be  had  labored  side 
by  side  far  many  years  In  one  of  our  large  cities. 
Dr.  Vincent  took  for  bis  text  the  sixteenth 
verse  of  the  fourth  chapter  of  the  first  epistle 
to  Timothy:  "Take  heed  unto  thyself,  snd  un¬ 
to  the  doctrine;  continue  In  them:  for  in  doing 
this  thou  shall  both  save  thyself  and  them  Ihst 
hear  thee."  We  may  find,  said  the  speaker,  In 
the  Bible  two  InJuocHona,  apparently  different 
but  in  reality  oue  and  the  tame.  “Ercry  man 
shall  glye  account  of  blmaelf  unto  God”  la 
found  side  by  side  with  "Bear  ye  one  another’s 
burdeus.”  In  the  moral  sphere  self  help  Is 
pruciicefiy  help  of  others.  No  man  can  train 
and  develop  himself  without,  ia  his  contact 
with  other*,  also  lifting  them  higher.  There  is 
an  atmosphere  about  the  Christian,  indefinable 
but  none  tbe  U-»s  positive,  which  makes  Itself 
felt  by  everyone  who  meets  with  him.  It  Is 
this  evidence  of  geuuioe  excellence  of  character 
that  people  look  for  in  tbe  professed  followers 
of  Christianity.  They  care  little  for  your  doc¬ 
trines,  for  they  know  that  these  esn  be  drawn 
from  books  and  otbsr  sources.  They  go  back 
of  your  words  and  ask  of  bow  much  practical 
value  is  tbe  life  thus  professedly  based  upon 
tbe  principles  of  religion.  This  truth,  Dr.  Vin¬ 
cent  thought,  had  an  emphatic  application  to 
tbe  listeners  before  him  and  they  ought,  he 
said,  to  be  a  great  power  for  good  la  the  coyn- 
munity. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Vincent’s  sermon 
tbe  voluntary,  "Let  all  the  people  praise  tbee," 
was  sung  and  Dr.  Kcuueliy  then  put  the  cotiall- 
tutional  questions  and  made  the  installing 
prayer.  The  charge  to  the  paator  was  then  de¬ 
livered  by  the  Rev.  Cbas.  E.  Knox,  D.  D.  He 
urged  the  minister-elect  to  study  the  hearts  of 
his  people  snd  to  preach  to  them  such  truths 
as  they  needed  and  not  te  follow  general  lines 
of  teaching.

A  general  meeting  of  the  Bloomfield 
Orphan  Asylum  Society  wae  held  Feb.  2ud  ia 
the  parlor  of  the  WtsUninater  Church.  Mrs.  E. 
W.  Page,  who  baa  been  President  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  for  eleven  rears,  having  removed  from  the 
village,  ber  resignation  was  necessarily  accept¬ 
ed  aud  she  was  unanimously  elected  au  bonor- 
ry  member  of  the  Board.  Mr  s  R.  N.  Dodd  waa 
elected  President  and  Mrs.  E.  D.  Simona 
Vice-President.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  have  aerved  for  over  a  decade,  tfere  re¬ 
elected.  Some  extract*  from  tbe  Treasurer  and 
Secretary’s  report  may  be  of  Intereat  to  those 
who  could  not  be  uresent. 

THE  REPORT. 

Another  year  has  passed  Into  history  lince  we 
assembled  at  our  annual  meeting.  Ilujw  swift¬ 
ly  the  days  are  going,  and,  realizing  tbe  fact, 
how  important  for  ua  “to  do  what  ofir  hands 
find  to  do  with  our  might,”— and  quickly,  too— 
not  waltiug  for  tome  great  work  we  may  never 
reach,  but  tbe  work  of  Ui«  day  or  bobr.  at  it 
may  sppear.  We  meet  so  infrequently  that 
many  mav  think  our  Soekiy  does  not  accom¬ 
plish  anything.  I  have  therefore  chosen  to 
present  a  brief  statement,  hoping  tbjit  Ha  re¬ 
cital  may  incite  otbera  to  do  likewise  and 
possibly  suggest  a  thought  that  had  not  oc¬ 
curred  to  some  who  would  like  to  do  their  mite 
for  these  orphan  childreB. 

In  addition  to  tbe  payment  of  $175.00  toward 
the  support  of  tbe  children  of  our  Auxiliary, 
the  ladies  visited  the  Asylum  in  February  last 
and  took  twenty-one  oafccs  at  a  treat  for 
the  children  and  left  ten  dollars  Iu  money. 
Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  It.  N. :  Dodd  toe 
ihlldnn  were  given  a  s’elghride,  a  plessure 
never  to  be  forgotten  to  many  of  them,  it  hav¬ 
ing  all  the  charm  of  B  first  experience.  Iu 
June  the  children,  eighty  in  number,  were 
brought  to  Bloomfield  and  enjoyed  a  picnic 
at  Weaver’s  Grove.  The  respeam  t^  a  call  for 
eatables  was  liberal  andfB  bouutiiul  (dinner  was 
spread,  with  plenty  of  iBe-crcam  and  strawber¬ 
ries.  The  children  looked  forward  to  this 
dsv  with  eager  anticipation  and  it  Bus  gratify¬ 
ing  that  nothing  occurrml  to  mnFtheir  pleasure. 
A  few  donations  have  been  sent  to  (he  Asylum, 
including  one  bushel  Of  cun  mils  «nd  oue  of 
dried  apples.  Wc  have  a  noble  wo  nan  in  our 
village  who,  Dorcas-iilCB,  bus  done  acceptable 
work  in  making  sixty-five  garments  for  the 
children  and  knitting  eleven  pairs  of  Blockings. 
Think  of  it,  how  many  idle  hands  might  be 
employed  for  the  comfort  of  others. 

“  Fill  brightest  hours  with  L  ibor ; 

Rest  comes  sure  aud  soon."! 

Perhaps  all  tbs  Managers  of  j>ur  Society, 
certainly  all  the  older  members  of  the  Board, 
arc  familiar  with  the  name  of  Wllfiam  Bradley . 
Ills  recent  death  leads  to  specUf  mention  of 
hitn  now.  When  twoycuia  old  tie  was  taken 
uuder  the  care  of  tbo  Society,  iqjon  an  entire 
surrender  by  Ills  mother.  lie  spent  nearly 
twelve  years  in  the  Asylum  at  Newark,  during 
which  tim<;  lie  grew  iu  stature  aud  knowledge 
and  character,  so  that,  at  the  agd  of  thirteen, 
he  waa  a  healthy  boy,  though  not  robust, 
good  child,  though  net  faulilcssj  and  a  fairly 
good  scholar.  At  this  time  tbe  Managers 
ropted  for  him  a  home  with  Mr.  ^Ilas  Canfield, 
of  Lyons  Farms,  a  grower  of  small  fruity  The 
arrangement  proved  much  te  Willie’s  advantage, 
as  Mr.  Canfield  aud  bla  wife  are  dor  nest,  Chris¬ 
tian  people,  and  in  ibnoi  our  boy1  found  valu¬ 
able  friends.  Tile  Increased  liberty  of 
uew  wjy  of  life  was  8 temptation  to imprudeure 
of  various  kinds  and  Willie’s  Health  suffered 
in  consequence.  Besides  his  plefsant  home  he 
had  good  religious  privileges  in  regular  at¬ 
tendance  at  church  Bud  at  Sabbhth-school  and 
in  ilia  wise  and  loving  pastoral  care  of  Rev. 
W.  11.  Bergfals.  Willie  had  professed  con¬ 
version  before  he  left  the  Asylum,  but, 
through  the  agency  of  that  good  man,  tbe  Holy 
Spirit  taught  him  much  at  Lyons  Farms,  and 
there  he  made  a  public  coufessic  n  of  bla  faith 
In  Jesus,  uniting  wltk  the  Bnpth  t  Church.  His 
pastor  les'iflrs  to  tbs  evidence  t  f  bis  real  and 
growing  piety,  iu  hit  ready  and  consistent  pur¬ 
pose  to  do  right,  and.  to  do  it  for  Chribt’s  sake, 
aud  in  liis  influence  On  others.  Last  Winter  he 
called  on  some  of  Ills  old  Asylum  and  Society 
friends,  who  had  a  real  pleasur  •  in  welcoming 
the  fin:  looking,  yrcll-dreaeci ,  gentlemanly 
youth  to  their  Loiuea.  As  the  r  suit  of  expos¬ 
ure  iu  out-door  sports  he  took  c  »ld  last  Febru¬ 
ary  aud,  after  an  Illness  of  si  vcral  weeks  at 
Mr.  Canfield's,  he  was  brought  o  St.  Barnabas 
Hospital,  where  he  lingered  three  mouths  and 
lied  July  2m3,  1881.  During  h  s  sickness  there 
some  of  bib  Bloomfield  friends  nad  opportunity 
to  see  him,  and  It  is  pleasant  jo  mention  here 
the  tender  fsithfulaesB  of  tho^e  in  charge  of 
the  sick  in  tbat.iusHtatiou.  They  deserve  our 
gratitude,  our  sympathy  aud  dur  co-opteration, 
for  the  sake  of  our  one  Lord  \  Willie,  himself, 
said  he  wanted  for  Bothing.  The  attention  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Caofield  was  tender  and  unre¬ 
mitting  nntii  the  sad,  and  w  icu  Willie  gave 
Mrs.  Canfield  His  last  kiss,  an  pour  or  two  be¬ 
fore  be  died,  it  was  tbe  parting  or  those  who 
loved  one  another.  Ills  end  whs  peace  ;— for 
him,  rest  in  the  Lord  ;  for  us,  who  loved  him, 
a  blessed  ss*uransfi  that  our  work  had  not  been 
in  vain  in  the  Lord.  HU  tunc  -oi  waa  attended 
in  the  Baptist  Church  at  Lyon  i  Farms,  and  he 
is  buried  in  Evergreen  Cctneb  ry  in  Elizabeth. 
Loving  friends  have  marked  lia  grave  With  a 
pretty  white  marble  atone,  sin  ply  inscribed.
